SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication entitled Gonzo Gluttons Volume #2 “Squirt-A-Thon”, is classified as 
objectionable. 

The video recording tends to promote and support the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct by presenting women urinating during vaginal intercourse. There are 
three instances where copious urination follows intense sexual stimulation. The 
camera focuses upon this emission in a manner which presents this use of urine as 
sexually arousing to the viewer. Even if these sequences were excised, the impact of 
the remaining material in the video recording would make its availability objectionable. 

The remainder of the publication contains explicit depictions of sexual activity and a 
considerable extent of sexual and physical conduct towards females which strongly 
degrades and dehumanises them. The male participants treat the females with 
insufficient regard for their physical or emotional wellbeing. They talk to each other, 
often ignoring the females as if they do not exist. They treat them roughly, pulling their 
hair, hitting one of them quite hard on the buttocks, leaning heavily on them, pushing 
themselves down onto their faces or pulling them roughly towards them. Twice a male 
grabs a female by the throat, and on one occasion he spits on her. The focus upon 
females as sexual objects adds to the degrading and dehumanising nature of the 
publication. 
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The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 were considered in 
relation to the video recording. The video recording contains material to which s3(2)(d) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act applies, namely the use of 
urine in association with sexual co 

nduct. Section 3(2) is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with the rights and freedoms provided for under si4 of the NZBR Act. The 
Classification Office considered excision of the scenes falling 3(2)(d), however the 
remaining material would still make the publication objectionable because of its highly 
degrading and dehumanising treatment and portrayal of women. 

When the likely injury of the degrading and dehumanising is weighed against the rights 
and freedoms provided for under s14 of the NZBR Act, the restriction placed upon the 
remainder of the publication is a demonstrably justified and reasonable limit upon 
freedom of expression.
